Luray, Va., March 12, 1912. 


The grottoes of the Shenandoah 


are but seven miles from the National 
Highway, Valley Pike, which seven 
miles are now under macadam con- 
struction and will soon be a most de- 
sirable ride for the auto tourist. 
Hey, I hear some ask, what are the 
grottoes of the Shenandoah? 
They 


are the caves, often called the Luray 
caves, consisting of two of the most 
wonderful caverns in the world. They 
are lighted by a grand system of in- 
candescent electric lights and are 
reached after a short ride in a ta"5ci- 
cab from Luray. 
Some one writes 


that the Weyers cave excels in beauty 
and grandeur the famous caves of 
California. 
The tapestry chambers, 


the walls of which are covered with 
drapery, most marvelous in appear- 
ance. 
The solid stone sides assume 


the fitness and grace of a lady's laces, 
and in a darkness unknown to the 
outer world, a darkness which no 
sunbeam has ever penetrated and no 
stray ray of the glorious sun has ever 
pierced.

The 
examination - should begin at eight 
(8) o'clock. 
Pupils furnish their 
own paper and it should be legal or 
Fool's Cap "that it may be uniform. 
Bring pen and ink along. 
Examina- 
tion is -not necessary in Algebra or 
Civil Government. It will not do any 
harm to take these subjects and if 
they make the averages, higher,'they 
will "be' counted In but if they make 
it low'er, they will-be omitted. Any 
irregularities ^should be xeported by 
the representatives. Dishonest work 
should "be reported promptly-to the 
Superintendent. No diploma will be 
issued" to a pupil_Jcnown to do dis- 
honest work. 
Pupils sixteen (16) 
years of age or older are eligible for 
a diploma. 
Those under,. that age 
may take the examination and have 
their papers submitted to their teach- 
ers for examination and grading to 
find out-their standing. In Penman- 
Ship the pupil must submit a speci- 
men''^ a sheetf-6f the capitals and 
small- letters"^ ami a few memory 
gems- .This specimen must be signed 
or certified by the -teacher of the pu- 
pil. 
The teacher nxust also "certify 
to^the age .of. the' p.upil.- The pupil 
should -wrife ',his name" anoU-address 
plainly on"-his'-penmanship paper. 
Each applicant may write a composi- 
tion of less than a thousand (1000) 
words on "What is Essential for a 
Thrifty Growth of Plants or Flow- 
ers."Pupils should notify the represen- 
tative under whom they wish to take 
the examination at once, and the 
representative 
should -notify 
the 
Superintendent by postal of the num- 
ber wishing to take the examination 
not later than Tuesday, March 26, 
1912. 


The Normal Schools 01 the county 


should be taught by at least two in- 
structors 
holding 
State 
Normal 
School diplomas or by two regular 
College graduates. Teachers holding 
ones in any branches may carry 
those ones over without an examina- 
tion provided they see to these re- 
quirements : 
Teachers 
attending 


school out of the county are exempt 
from these requirements provided 
they go to schools other than local 
normal schools out of the county. 
We encourage and urge attending 
Colleges and State Normal Schools 
on the part of our teachers. 


We hope to establish a Model 
School in connection with the Ever- 
ett Local Normal this year and we 
think we can do it this year at 
Mann's Choice. This can be done 
only where the attendance is- large 
enough on the part of the teachers to 
justify the extra expense of getting a 
model school teacher. 
The Superin- 
tendent expects to do iome work in 
the Everett school and if a model 
school is instituted at Mann's Choice, 
he will present some work in meth- 
ods there. 
This will be one of the 
most advanced steps for real and ef- 
fective progress made. Many teach- 
ers know enough but they fail to 
know how, how much, or when. Fail- 
ure comes not so much in knowing 
as in doing. 


The regular and indexed copy of 


the school code is in the hands of 
the Superintendent 
Also the books 


for the registration of the pupils of 
the various districts by the directors. 
These may be had for asking without 
any cost to the districts. Directors 
are to make an enumeration of the 
children in their respective districts 
between the first day of April and 
the first day of September.

Except Fonr Which Will Be Heard 


May 2»—Defect "la-Papers Fatal 


to Bedford Springs. 


By Adams Express last Saturday 
evening the papers in the license 
cases- arrived here from Lewlstown, 
^w-here they had been taken by Presi- 
dent Judge Joseph M. Woods for 
consideration. Along with the appli- 
cations, remonstrances, etc., came the 
following opinion and decree which' 
disposes of most cases and fixes May 
29 as the date for hearing the re- 
maining cases: 
[In the Applications for License to 
Sell I/iquors of the Several Citizens 
in and for Bedford. County, Penn- 
sylvania.] 
"In determining these several ap- 
plications we gave each applicant a 
full hearing; and against each appli- 
cation, separate and distinct remon- 
strances were filed by citizens of each 
separate district. 
Some of the ap-' 
plications, after due consideration,, 
were refused by the unanimous-court, 
most of the applications were refused, 
by the majority of the court.. 
"In reaching our conclusion we 
were guided by the evidence as re- 
quired by the Act under which the 
application was made and in a num- 
ber of instances supplemented "by our 
own personal knowledge of the cir- 
cumstances which surrounded that 
particular place and the applicant.- 
'A license judge in refusing a liquor 
license on~the-~ground that a license 
in the place ask*ed for is not neces- 
sary, may act on his own personal 
knowledge 
of 
local , conditions.'

S U G A R ON FREE LIST 


Extension of Excise Law—The Presi- 


dential Possibilities of Both 


Parties Discussed. 


Washington, D. C., March 11.—The 


Democratic party in the House.of 
Representatives has put the Republi- 
cans in a hole and soaped the sides 
and pulled up the ladder. Their lat- 
est move has absolutely astounded 
the Republicans and made their eyes 
bulge out like buck eyes on a mud 
•wall. 
This consummation devoutly 


to be wished has been brought about 
by the move the Democrats have 
made in bringing a bill in for free 
sugar and an amendment to the Ex- 
cise Law which will produce the same 
amount of revenue cut off by free 
sugar. 
This proposition means by 


taking the tax off of raw sugar, will 
cut down revenues of the government 
about ?50,000,000 per annum. 
By 


adding the amendment to the Excise 
Law, which will tax all incomes over 
|5,000 
a 
year 
one per 
cent., 


means that $60,000,000 a year will 
-be added to the revenues, thus adding 
not less than $10,000,000 per annum 
more than was received by the sugar 
tax and saving the consumers of this 
country not less than $100,000,000 a 
year in taxes, and compelling the rich 
people of this country to pay that 
tax. This is what I call constructive 
statesmanship and Champ Clark and 
the leaders in. the Democratic House 
of Representatives are 
responsible 


for this piece of legislation that will 
make a new issue in the coming cam- 
paign. 


The Democrats were very secretive 


concerning the sugar schedule until 
the night of the caucus where the 
whole thing was sprung as a surprise 
and unanimously adopted by the 
Democrats in caucus as a Democratic 
measure with the exception of the 
Democrats from Louisiana and Colo- 
rado, the two big producing sugar 
states, one cane sugar and the other 
beet sugar. 


It is claimed by some that if this 


bill becomes a law it will ruin the 
sugar industries of those two states 
and put nearly a half a million peo- 
ple out of business.

Democrats is not popular with the 
people, saving them all this money 
every year in living expenses and 
compelling the rich who have incomes

Inoculation of Clover 


One of the most valuable farm 


practices in this district is the inocu- 
lation of clover. It costs nothing and 
is so simple and easy that every 
farmer should treat his seed before 
sowing. 


In many side by side experiments 


we have found that inoculated clover 
will stand drought and frost that will 
.partially or wholly destroy plants 
where inoculation has not been prac- 
ticed. 


The reason for this is that, where 


the nitrogen-gathering bacteria are 
present, in large quantities on the 
clover roots, a far more vigorous 
growth results, the clover roots go 
deeper and spread more, giving the 
plant a firmer grip and a closer con- 
nection with subsoil moisture. 


Successful 
inoculation will give 


the plants greater frost and drought 
resistance, will make the hay richer 
in protein, will increase the crop of 
hay, will deepen and enlarge the 
root system, thereby giving the plant 
a greater sub-soiling value and add- 
ing to the supply of humus from the 
root system, will draw nitrogen 
from the air in large quantities and 
leave it in the Aground, for the benefit 
of future crops, will increase the 
crop of timothy following the clover, 
or, if the clover is turned under for 
corn, will increase the yield of corn. 


Nearly all of the land in tMs dis- 


trict needs more nitrogen in it to 
produce profitable .crops; and the 
clover (inoculated) ' will collect and 
deposit large quanitities of nitrogen 
in the air and- leave it in the Soil for 
the use of the crops following. 


To satisfy yourself of the value of 


inoculation, keep out a snvall>part of 
the seed, and sow it T>eside that 
which you have inoculated,' and note 
the difference in color," th.riftin.ess 
and yield. There is nothing like see- 
ing the results of the new fa'rm prac- 
tices side by side with the old. 


.The" inoculating" material ^is a 


liquid, furnished without charge by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
The seed is slightly moistened" with 
this liquid, re-sacked and is ready 
to sow in a half hour. The work of 
inoculating a bushel of seed will not 
take over 15 minutes. 


In this district the practice of tak- 


ing soil from an established clover 
field to the new field, for the pur- 
pose of inoculating the new field, is 
unnecessary labor. Under our rota- 
tion and system of using manures the 
clover bacteria on each farm are es- 
tablished on every field of the farm 
used in rotating crops. The bacteria 
supplied in the cultures furnished by 
the Department seem to have a great- 
er vigor, ordinarily, than those al- 
ready established, and, even where 
tiie clover shows the presence of the 
bacteria on its roots, we sometimes 
have had rather remarkable results 
by inoculating the seed with the pure 
ultures. 


Inoculating material for clover can 


be had at any time on short notice, 
by sending me a letter or post card 
at Schellsburg.

•to cook a scrap of dinner, or cook an 
ovenful rather than- waste heat. "Fur- 
ther, there were ovenless folk—those 
with kitchenettes only, or portable 
,two ring stoves, put in commission 
At need, then whisked out of sight. 
Could paper bag cooking be made use- 
ful to them? I was going to find out— 
in their behalf, and no less my "own. 


So, upon a- Saturday afternoon, I 


^et myself to* see if I-could solve the 
problem without sin against either 
ease or economy. 
Looking "through-my pot closet, I 


found a cast Jron'^killet, not over b^g, 
-nor smalli and about three-, inches 
'deep. I found also a deeplsh <round 
,iron pan just fitting the skillet-top". 
'Placing one upon the other there was 
la space of almost five inches between 
;them, top and bottom. Ltaving found 
>th.em I went out and bought a wire 
•trivet. I bought also, an exact pound 
,of 
finely 
chopped 
meat—fourteen, 


ounces lean veal, with two ounces of 
suet. This I shaped onto an oval flat- 
'tish cake, -salted and peppered it well 
all over the outside, then floured it 
•liberally, and overlaid the top with 
•thinly sliced mild onion, thickly sliced 
>peeled tomatoes and sundry lumps of 
twell-floured iutter. Next I put it In a 
'paper bag—the biggest my skillet 
.would take, pinned in- the corners ol 
the bag after sealing it, and laid It 
<m the trivet which had been set In 
ithe skilletJ>efore it was put, covered, 
over a gas ring on top the stove. 


The skillet was sizzling hot—so hot 


rthat a smell of scorching came forth 
in about four minutes. That was the 
-signal to turn down the heat more 
than half. Because L want my veal 
always as well done as ^possible, be- 
cause I knew the tomatoes would pre- 
vent any .possible drying out, I left 
my bag cooking forty-five minutes, 
meantime getting ready salad, fruit, 
and setting Iny table. 


I have in my time eaten much meat 


and good meat, but never any better.

Memory Verses, 9-11—Golden Text, 
Ps, ciii, 2, 3—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearn*. 
After the healing of the leper great 


multitudes came together to hear Him 
and to be healed by Him of their in- 
firmities. We can hardly imagine the 
nnumerable happy homes, because 
•where once sickness and suffering 
ruled now all Is health and peace be- 
cause of Him -who, being anointed 
•with the Holy Ghost and witli power, 
went about doing good and healing all 
that were oppressed of the deril, God 
being with Him (Acts x, 38). See in 
;his verse, as In so many others, the 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit, all for 
us, and compare Rom. viil, 26,31-34. In 
Luke v, 16, we read that He withdrew 
BQmself into the wilderness and pray- 
ed. There was always a conscious 
oneness with the Father which we do 
not experience, because He always in 
all things pleased the Father (John 
viii, 29; Matt xvii, 5). The healing 
of today's lesson is recorded in Matt. 
Ix and Luke v, as well as in Mark. 
Having returned to Capernaum, the 
people soon found It out, and such 
crowds gathered as to prevent all ac- 
cess to the house in any ordinary way. 
Pharisees and doctors of the law from 
Galilee, Judea and Jerusalem had 
gathered to hear Him, and He preach- 
ed the word unto them, and the power 
of the Lord was present to heal them 
(verse 2; Luke v, 17). But in" their 
own estimation they needed no heal- 
ing, for they did not know that with 
all their learning they were" wretched 
and miserable and poor and blind and 
naked (Rev. iii, IT). The religious god 
of this world, the devil, had blinded 
their minds -lest the light should shine 
unto them (tl Cor. iv, 4). What a con- 
trast to their proud self sufficiency and 
indifference to the welfare of others 
Is seen in these four men who brought 
their palsied friend to Jesus, no doubt 
fully persuaded that if they could only 
reach Him with the, sick one they 
would not need to carry him away, for 
he would certainly be healed. I have 
met people who were afraid that they 
had not come to Jesus in the right 
way, but did ever any one come to 
Him in so strange a way as this? I 
have often wondered what the Phari- 
sees and doctors thought of having the 
roof broken up over their heads, yet 
we cannot help laughing witbin us, no 
matter how they might scowl, for the 
friends succeeded in getting him "Into 
the midst before Jesus" (Luke v, 19). 
In each of the three accounts it is 
written that Jesus saw their faith, the 
faith of the four who brought him. So 
in Matt, viil, 10; xv, 28; John iv, 50, 
it was the faith of another that 
brought health to the servant, the 
daughter and the son. May the words 
in Ps. xx, 4, 5, "Grant thee according 
to thine own heart and fulfill all thy 
counsel, * * * all thy petitions," 
strengthen some to lay hold upon God 
for others. In Matt, ix, 2, we have the 
first "Be of good cheer" from the lips 
of the Lord 
See other four in Matt, 


ix, 22; xiv, 27; John xvi, 33; Acts xxiii, 
11. The four words are in the Greek, 
just one word of six letters, but what 
a word, and from Him who alone is 
able really to cheer or comfort us 
Then hear what follows, "Thy sins are 
forgiven thee." This is what the man 
needed more than health for his body 
I heard it for my own soul in the sum 
mer of 1873 from I John ii, 12, with 
John i, 12. Have you heard Him say 
it to you? If not, why? There can 
be no real comfort without it. 
The 


scribes and Pharisees began to reason 
in their beaits "This man is a blas- 
phemer. 
Who can forgive bins but 


God ou'y''" 
If they bad thought, 


-This must be God come down to 
pjrtb, for o.ily God can forpive sins," 
they would have been correct, but to 
them He w..s only a man, a man of 
the common people and a blasphemer 
Knowing their thoughts, He read them 
aloud to them, nnd we might suppose 
that this would have led them to see 
in Him more tlnn a mere man, but 
they weie thoionsrhlv blinded by the 
god of this world.
